Q  Your  nationality? 

A  Filipina. 

Q  In  January  or  February  of  1942  where  were  you,  Mrs.  Due  Tuazon? 

A  I  was  in  Santa  Ana,  Pampanga. 

Q  As  an  evacuee  from  the  City  of  Meuilla? 

A  Yes. 

Q  Are  you  married  or  single? 

* 

A  Married. 

Q  When  you  went  to  Pampanga  did  you  bring  your  husband  along  with  you? 


Q  Did  you  have  any  children? 

A  Four  children, 

Q  (fere  they  with  you  also  in  Pampanga? 

A  They  were  with  me,  all  of  them, 

Q  Do  you  remember  of  any  incident  that  happened  to  you  in  the  month  of 
February,  1942,  which  was  not  unusual? 

A  Yes,  sir,  there  was. 

Q  Will  you  state  that  to  the  Commission,  please,  in  your  own  words? 

A  On  February  2.  1942.  at  about  12«00  p.m.,  or  midnight,  11  Japanese  came  to 


our  house 


Q  What  Japanese? 

A  They  wore  Japanese  soldiers. 

Q  Please  proceed. 

A  They  were  carrying  with  them  guns,  and  they  fired  sho< 

They  went  into  the  house  and  went  directly  into  the  room 
up  to  the  house  a  Japanese  took  hold  of  my  husband  and  b 
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and  then  three  Japanese  abused  me.  Threo  Japanese  did  all  they  wanted  to  with 
me;  they  abused  mo. 
q  Where  was  this,  inside  the  room? 

A  This  was  inside  the  room. 

Q  Was  this  done  by  the  Japanese  one  after  the  other? 

A  Tea,  one  after  the  other. 

Q  What  happened  after  that? 

A  Afterwards  they  stripped  me  nakod*  they  didn't  leave  any  piece  of  clothing 
on  my  body.  Then  they  held  me  by  the  hair  and  thoy  dragged  me  downstairs.  When 
I  arrived  downstairs  the  other  Japoncso  woro  waiting,  and  thoy  also  abused  me. 
q  How  many  Japanese  abused  you  downstairs? 

A  I  cannot  remember  the  exact  number;  maybe  it  is  around  four  or  fivo,  because 


there  were  times  when  I  was  unconscious. 

Q  Do  you  remembor  where  your  husband  was  all  this  time? 

A  They  blindfolded  him  and  thoy  throw  him  out  of  the  window.  They  boat  him. 

I  don't  know  where  he  was  taken, 

Q  Had  you  seen  your  husband  while  you  were  downstairs? 

A  He  saw  each  other,  yes.  When  wo  saw  each  other  I  talkod  to  him  and  -'no  of 
tho  Japanese  who  saw  mo  got  angry.  Ho  lifted  tho  butt  of  his  gun  and  ho  was 
about  to  strike  him  on  the  napo  of  tho  neck,  rfhen  I  saw  this  I  lifted  my 
body  and  I  thrust  my  body  towards  him  to  prevent  the  blow,  and  the  gun,  or  the 
butt  of  tho  gun,  struck  my  knee. 

q  Did  you  receive  any  wound  by  that  action  of  tho  Japanese? 

A  Yes,  here  (indicating), 
q  Do  you  have  any  scar  of  that  wound? 

A  Yes,  bocauso  this  was  oporatod  on  by  tho  doctor,  booause  if  the  doctor  did 
not  operate  on  this  I  will  have  my  knoo  straight  and  I  cannot  bend  it. 

COLONEL  LIMi  Hill  tho  reoord  show,  sir,  that  tho  witnoss  is  pointing  to  a 
soar  on  her  right  knoo? 

THE  WITNESS;  And  the  doctor  did  his  best  to  see  to  it  that  my  knee  would 
not  be  rendered  useless. 

q  (By  Colonel  Lin)  During  all  this  time,  Mrs.  Due  Tuazon,  you  hayo  been  using 
the  phrase  that  you  had  been  abused  by  tho  Jcpanoso.  What  do  you  moan  exactly 
by  tho  word  "abusod"  by  tho  Japanese? 

A  They  committed  all  the  abuses  imaginable.  One  was  still  using  me,  and  he  is 
not  finished,  and  tho  other  Japanese,  he  is  so  impatient  that  he  would  kick  this 
ono  who  was  using  me  so  ho  can  also  uso  mo.  Sometimes  thoy  would  ovon  kick  my 

feet  and  pull  my  logs,  and  thoy  did  all  the  abuses;  thoy  did  that,  they  did 
things  that  ovon  my  husband  and  mysolf  novor  did.

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Q  Did  thoy  have  sexual  intercourse  with  you9 
A  Yes,  sir. 

Q  How  nany  of  these  Japanese  used  you  that  way? 

A  Maybe  sevon  or  eight  Japanoso. 

Q  And  all  this  happened  on  2  Fobruary  1942? 

A  Yes,  sir,  on  Fobruary  2,  1942,  botwoon  12:00  midnight  to  3:00  o'clock  in 
the  morning. 

Q  Did  you  havo  a  maid  at  the  timo? 

A  Yes,  I  had  a  maid. 

Q  '  h:t  was  her  name9 
A  Juanita  Sigwa;  17  years  old. 

Q  Where  is  this  maid  of  yours  at  tho  prosont  time? 

A  Sho  is  marriod,  and  I  don't  know  whero  she  is  right  now. 

Q  Do  you  know  if  anything  happened  to  this  maid  of  yours? 

A  Yes,  I  know  very  woll  that  something  happoned  to  her.  Sho  was  abused, 
booauso  tho  Japanese  had  a  knife  and  threatened  hor. 

Q  What  was  that  knife  used  for? 

A  The  maid  told  mo  that  bocause  his  organ  oan't  get  in  the  knife  was  used  to 
opon  up  hor  sexual  organ. 

GENJ3UL  DONOVAN:  Who  was  it  that  told  that? 

THE  INTERPRETER:  Tho  maid,  Juanita  Sigwa,  told  hor  that  the  Japanese  — 
GENERAL  DONOVAN:  Woll,  we  havo  heard  tho  rest  of  it. 

1  (By  Colonol  Lim)  How  many  usod  Juanita  Sigwa? 

A  I  do  not  know  how  many  Japanese  uood  hor,  only  the  noxt  morning  she  told 
mo  of  tho  happening,  and  sho  was  blooding  profusoly,  and  she  was  so  weak. 
COLONEL  LIM:  That  is  all  of  tho  witnoss.

Q  (By  Lioutonant  Pels)  Did  you  report  this  incident  on  the  following  day? 

A  Wo  do  not  have  anyone  to  report  this  to. 

Q  Wore  there  no  Filipino  Polioo  authorities  in  Santa  Ana? 

A  We  were  in  the  barrio  that  timo  and  there  wore  no  Filipino  policomon. 

Q  In  othor  words,  this  incidont  was  novor  reported  to  anyono?

I  found  out  that  it  was  my  husband.  Boforo  thiss  I  thought  ho  was  doad
